Therefore, the publishers art 
able to carry out suclu practices 
as the limited return i^vileges 
for unsold books. Under this prac- 
tice, a college bookstore may re- 
turn no more than 20 per cent of 
its total purchases of a given text. 
If the number of students who 
finally register for a class does 
not measure up to the estimate 
tuimbd in by the professor, the 
store is stbck with surplus boolu 
^which it may have to .sell at a . 
loss to a used book dealer. ln< 
addition, the publisher establishes • 
a list price below which the book 
may hot be sold. Also, a majcw 
cost in producing books is tha 
binding. Some of the college stores 
have attempted, without success, 
to get the publishers to prbduce 
paperbound texts, as is done in 
Europe, ' 

The University Bookstore claims ■ 
a markup: over the list price of 
about 20 per cent with the in* 
come from the sale, of books and 
other supplies, the 'store reports^ 
a small profit. v However, if such 
costs as depreciation an the 
building and equipment as ^11 
as a per cent 6f the salaries of 
the people in the Business Offloo< 
proportionate to time expended 
in dealing with boc^tore prob- 
lems are included, oven this small 
profit would be absorbed. 

The Committee attempted fd. 
obtain figures such as the dollar 
volume and' number of books 
handled that would substantiaft 
the statement glveivit that them 
was only a small profit. They 
were informed that such infor- 
mation was confidential anrt would 
not be made available. 

However, it was learned 
the bookstore and the 
Union are considered as mi# 
entity in the University's ac- 
counting system. That Is, tha 
profit made annually by the booll* 
store Is used to pay for the maln^ 
tenance of the second, third sortd 
fourth floors of the union which,' 
otherwise, would result in a loM 
to the school. TMs would IndiodW' 
that the store does maka an t|S^' 
predable profit and hence, that 
the price of books coul^ be Icsak 
ered. ' - h'i 

However, the losses from tHa> 
Union would have to to met in 
some other, way If the praaewt 
system is abandoned, probably 
increased tuition. This Is what la . 
often done ,by those schools that' 
subsidize their bookstores so thab 
they can give discounts on course 
materials purchased at their 
stores.
